It is ounceivable that mesmerism might 


njnrc ail invalid. 
If lie havo heart dis- 


ease, for instance, au exciting or violent 
episode, a rapture of joy or a convulsion 
of great grief or fear, it might prove inju- 
rious or even fatal, just as it might in his 
normal condition. 


This possibility is abundantly offset by 


the value of mesmerism as ti therapeutic 
agent. 
The- responsive can "be made so 


intoxicated on water, which ho has been 
told is whisky, as to exhibit all symptoms 
of extreme inebriety; can bo made dis- 
gustingly sea sick by being told that ho 
is at f>ea in a storm, and can bo at onco 
physically affected by an imaginary medi- 
cine. 
His temperature can bo changed, 


his eyo dilated and his pulse quickened. 
Mesmerism is as perfect an amesthetie as 
ether, and as harmless as water. Any 
mesmerized person can at ouce, by a 
single stroke of the hand, bo rendered to- 
tally insensible to pain, and can havo a 
tooth drawn, a cataract removed, a can- 
cer cut out, or an arm cut off without 
feeling the .slightest pain. This has been 
so often demonstrated that amputations 
frequently take place under its inlhieuco 
in the Paris hospitals, and it is success- 
fully employed in obstetrics.

of pain, its utility is so obvious it cannot 
bo long before medical societies will tako 
up tho tuerepeusis of mesmerism as a 
serious studv, and army surgeons will 
be required o have us practical a knowl- 
edge of it as of any part of tho pharma- 
copoeia. 


It is quite erroneous to suppose that 


tho conduct of tho resposivc is directed 
in detail by the operator. 
Ho only sug- 


gests the general lino of thought, and 
each responsive pursues it according to 
his own knowledge, experience or preju 
dices. I say to my responsives, for in- 
stance, that'l have a wonderful educated 
row with .seven heads. 
They all want 


to sec it. 
I call their attention to tho 


imaginary stable door near by, they look 
toward it, anil when I snap my lingers 
they all see u. seven headed cow enter. 
Now, 
bv questioning them it becomes 


obvious'that they all see a different cow. 
Unless I havo designated her color ono 
sees u whitu c.jw, another a red cow, and 
su on. 


Then I tell them that .-ho can dance, 


can wait/, and keep time with music. I 
hand ono a rule, telling him it is n (lute, 
and that he ii an eminent performer, and 
hu goes through the motions of playing 
to tin.' dancing con. 
They all hear differ- 


ent tunc-s, but the exhibition is satisfac- 
tory. 
I now add that Hie cow can sing—• 


can sing a (liil'erenr, parl with each mouth 
—can sing seven ballads at once. At this 
point. thiTii is some incredulity expressed. 
They see (lie co-.v stand up on her hind 
legs"and hear tho seven ballads—and this, 
I may a-, well add. is the narrative of au 
iu'l ual expomne'it. 


Fi\ o of the six mesmerized persons be- 


heied that, she sam;. 
"Sho is singing 


•Tit Willow,'" said o';ie. 
"And 'A War- 


rior Bold,' " said another. 


••I hear Muring," said tho incredulous 


ono, turning to me. " 'Annie Laurie,' isn't 
it? lidw no you work her—the machinery, 
1 mean?" 


Tho others laughed a I him. ' Why, 


tho cow sings," said a young lady. "Can't 
yon hear her sing'.' Can't you see, her 
sing?" 


"She looks as if sho sang," conceded 


Incredulous. 
"I see her mouths move all 


around. 
Shu sounds as if she satig; but 


she doesn't sing. 
Cows don't sing." 


"Very well, what is it, then';" asked 


ono of the others. 


"A tube and ii hole in the floor," said 


Incredulous, "or perhaps ventriloquism." 


"Aw"' (^.claimed the first, derisively, 


"ventriloquism does not work like that. 
I've made a study of ventriloquism." 


"Well, I've made a study of cowl" per- 


sisted the scoffer obstinately. 


Sometimes I turn the responsives into 


children, and havo them play school with 
infinite fun; .sometimes transport them 
over ocean to Africa or Japan on the en- 
chanted carpet, where for a brief space 
they enjoy all tho delights of travel; 
sometimes we participate in battles, in 
political campaign-,, in exciting tirade, 
au.l sometimes Socrates, Moses or Con- 
fucius is introduced and interviewed, the 
intelligent responsive furnishing both 
questions and answers in a carious dual 
action of tho mind that in highly enter- 
taining. 


Not only the reason sometimes rebels as 


above, but the conscience also. As a rulo 
responsives can be completely dominated 
and made, to do anything of which they 
arc physically capable. They could gen- 
erally be induced to take poison, or jump 
off. tiie house, or throw themselves under 
a locomotive, or attack ono another with 
deadly weapons. But there are some ex- 
ceptions. 1 was uhablo to overcome 1 ho 
fear of one of my responsives, whom. I 
sent to assault au imaginary Indian in tho 
park. He refused to go, and said it was 
"difficult to kill an Indian." 


A young lady, one of the brightest sen- 


sitives I have ever seen, steadfastly ro- 
fuscs to play cards. I tell her sho is 
Buffalo Bill, and easily induce her to as- 
sume his character, bnt when cards are 
suggested. "Xo, I never play cards. 
It 


is wrong! ' she says, and I cannot move 
her. I could make her jump out through 
the window or put her hands in tho fire, 
but phiv cards'she will not. I was puz- 
zled by" it till, inquiring, I ascertained 
that h'or religious parents had brought 
her up very strictly and taught her it was 
"wicked to pl.iy cards." 


And thi-i brings us to the question much 


mooted of late, whether crime can be com- 
mitted by the aid of mesmerism. If so, 
it is brought into relation, not only with 
medicine, but with jurisprudence; not 
only with the pharmacopoeia, but tho pen- 
itentiarv. It is obvious that if cases of 
this kind occur the one to whom punish- 
ment must bo dealt out is the mesmerist. 


I could probably induce any one of my 


responsives to ta'ke his life in my pres- 
ence or to assault anybody within reach, 
but tho mind wanders curiously in this 
strango condition, and generally takes 
little'cognizance of surrounding objects.

overbalancing the confused hypnotic ten- 
dency.—:W. A. Croffiit in North American 
Be view. 


United States Army Scouts. 


United States army scouts may be di- 


vided into two classes: white men, who 
rank as chief of scouts, and Indian scouts, 
who are organized as military companies. 
The white scouts are usually men who 
have been employes of the San Carlos and 
Mcscalero Apache reservations, or Indian 
agencies. They are, from constant associ- 
ation with the Indians, well acquainted 
with their character and habits, and fre- 
quently speak a little Apache. 
The 


Apaches, with few 
exceptions, speak 


Spanish, and it is usually tho language 
they use In communicating with tho In- 
dian agent and the employes of the 
agency. A white man who makes himself 
useful to the Indians by doing them little 
favors is, in time, taught "to read sign." 
Thid may be said to complete the education 
of a chief of scouts. 


It would bo beyond the scope of a news- 


paper article to describe how "sign" is 
read, nor would anything save practical 
demonstration convey any comprehensive 
idea to tbe reader. A scout who can read 
"sign" can tell you by examining a trail 
over which horses havo passed if they 
were ridden or led, and if both, the num- 
ber ridden and tho number led. Even 
when shod ho can tell whether the horses 
wero American or Mexican. If the trail 
bo made by men on foot, he can tell if it 
be an Indian trail, or simply the trail of 
Mexicans wearing moccasins. 
In a hostile 


party he can tell by the trail how many 
are bucks and how many are squaws and 
children, and so on over a field of observa- 
tion as extensive as interesting. The 
scout thus qualified finds no difficulty in 
obtaining employment in tho southwest, 
whore Apache outbreaks are of almost 
yearly occurrence. — Con A. Mahony in 
Inter Ocean. 


Profanity Among the English. 


I heard an Englishman say, not long 


ago, that tho reason, ho liked to bo asso- 
ciated with a certain man in business, al- 
though that man was rot very prompt in 
paying him his salary, was, that he 
always spoke to him as a gentleman, and 
never swore at him. Another man who 
offered him a better position, he hesitated 
to go with because ho peppered his con- 
versation with oaths. 
Not that the 


Englishman was such a tenderfoot, but 
he did not like such rough language. He 
said that it irritated him to have a man 
say to him, even though he meant to be 
perfectly amiable, "Where the h—have 
you been all this timeV" It was a form of 
greeting which, while intended to bo cor- 
dial, was unpleasant. 


He did not deny that Englishmen sworn, 


hu t ho said he never heard oaths among 
tho sumo class of Englishmen as were 
used by Americans of the same set. Of 
course you do not expect to hear a woman 
use profane expressions, but an English 
woman will not use any of the violent 
words that even an American lady has in 
her vocabulary. Yon may offend an Eng- 
lish woman 'to the last point of her en- 
durance, but she will only be "vexed,"or, 
under unusually strong emotion, "very 
vexed." t notice that the young Ameri- 
cans whose lives are devoted to imitating 
English manners aro very soft spoken, 
and their great aim seems to be self sup- 
pression. 
They consider it bad form to 


show anv emotion at all.—New York Sun.
